General  Ordei's 
No.  1. 

I.  In  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  7,  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s., 
the  officers  of  the  Brigade,  including  those  of  the  Squadron  at- 
tached thereto,  excepting  Chaplains,  wiU  assemble  at  Mt.  Gretna, 
Pa.,  in  time  to  report  for  reveille  roll-call  at  6 o’clock  A.  M.,  on 
Monday,  June  9,  1919. 

II.  Each  regiment  will  be  organized  as  a Company  of  Infantry, 
the  officers  thereof  being  those  present  in  order  of  rank  or 
seniority.  Othersvise  all  rank  will  be  waived. 

III.  The  Squadron  will  be  organized  as  a Troop  of  Cavalry, 
and  two  non-commissioned  officers,  preferably  sergeants,  will  be 
detailed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  each  troop  to  take  part  in 
the  instruction. 

IV.  The  Machine-Gun  Detachments  will  be  organized  as  a 
company  and  two  non-commissioned  officers,  preferably  sergeants, 
will  be  detailed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  each  detachment  to 
take  part  in  the  instruction.  The  company  wiU  be  commanded 
by  an  officer  detailed  for  the  purpose  and  arrangements  will  be 
made  to  bring  snfficient  guns  and  trucks  to  demonstrate  the 
tactics  for  this  branch. 


V.  The  Medical  Detachments  will  be  organized  as  a Sanitary 
Detachment,  and  will  provide  themselves  with  such  equipment  as 
may  be  necessary  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  required 
drill.  They  will  also  be  expected  to  provide  themselves  with  rifles 
and  acquire  proficiency  in  the  manual  of  arms.  The  Detachment 
will  be  commanded  by  the  Medical  Officer  attached  to  the  Brigade 
Staff. 


VI.  Morning  Reports  will  be  made  out  and  signed  and  delivered 
to  the  Brigade  Adjutant' before  8 o’clock  each  morning. 

VII.  Pay-rolls  will  be  made  out  and  signed  and  delivered  to 
the  Brigade  Adjutant  before  the  last  day  pf..ca«ap.'WlNo  officer 
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will  receive  pay  who  is  not  present  for  at  least  three  days.  En- 
listed men  present  will  he  carried  on  this  pay-roll. 

VIII.  Transportation  blanks  in  the  hands  of  Commanding 
Officers  will  be  used. 

IX.  Each  officer  will  provide  himself  with  a sabre,  belt,  rifle, 
and  bayonet,  (or  in  case  of  cavalry,  a carbine),  revolver,  field 
glass,  red  and  blue  pencil,  note  book,  blankets  and  cot.  Field 
officers  need  not  bring  rifle.  Regulation  forestry  green  uniform 
and  service  hat  will  be  worn,  but  O.  D.  uniforms  will  be  per- 
mitted and  caps  may  be  taken. 

X.  Baggage  will  be  limited  to  one  tnink.  folding  cot  and  chair, 
and  bedding- roll.  Clothing-roll  may  be  substituted  for  trunk,  and 
a box  for  bedding-roll. 

XI.  Each  organization  will  take  sufficient  enlisted  men  as 
cooks,  waiters  and  kitchen  police.  Mess-tables,  kitchen  and  table 
equipment  will  bo  furnished  by  The  Adjutant-General. 

XII.  The  Camp  will  bo  conducted  in  accordance  with  U.  S. 
Army  Regulations  for  a Battalion  Camp.  This  will  apply  to  all 
functions  and  the  courtesy  and  discijiline  as  required  by  said 
regulations  will  be  exacted.  Reveille  and  retreat  will  be  under 
arms. 


XIII.  Mess  will  be  based  on  rations  according  to  ration-tables 
U.  S.  A.  Knowledge  of  rations,  their  component  parts  and  quan- 
tities, will  be  required  of  all  officers.  The  delivery  of  these 
rations  will  be  arranged  by  the  Brigade  Commissary  and  the 
cost  deducted  pro  rata  from  each  officer’s  pay.  Any  additional 
supplies  desired  by  the  different  organizations  will  be  ordered  and 
paid  for  by  them.

XV.  Commissaries,  Quartermasters,  Ordnance  Officers  and  Ad- 
jutants will  be  required  to  drill  with  their  commands  and  attend 
the  classes  provided. 

Motor  Transport  officers  are  hereby  assigned  to  the  2nd  Regi- 
ment for  this  camp. 

XVI.  Commanding  Officers  of  Medical  Detachments,  of  Cavalry 
and  Machine  Gun  Detachments,  will  follow  the  schedule  as  nearly 
as  the  requirements  of  their  special  branches  allow. 

XVII.  Each  officer  as  far  as  possible  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  command,  and  where  it  is  necessary,  classes  will  be 
formed  by  commanding  officers  of  units,  so  that  those  having  no 
previous  instruction  or  practise  in  any  particular  branch  can  be 
properly  instructed. 

XVIII.  The  Medical  Department  will  be  prepared  to  furnish 
instructors  in  First-Aid  where  called  for  in  the  Schedule.  It 
will  not  be  considered  sufficient  to  give  a lecture.  Each  officer 
must  acquire  sufficient  knowledge  (1st)  to  apply  a tourniquet, 
(2nd)  to  apply  or  improvise  a splint  for  a broken  limb,  (3rd) 
remedies  for  sun-stroke  or  heat  exhaustion,  and  (4th)  to  resusci- 
tate a drowning  man.

No.  2.  ^ 

1.  In  coinpliaiice  with  General  Orders  Nns.  7 and  10,  A.  G.  ()., 
c.  s.,  to  the  provisions  of  wliiclt  the  attention  of  all  is  called, 
this  Brigade,  including  the  Squadron  of  Cavalry  attached  by 
G.  O.  No.  7,  1918.  A.  G.  O.,  will  encamp  at  Mt.  Gretna,  Pa., 
from  .July  12th  to  19th,  inclusive. 

2.  The  camp  is  hereby  designated  “Camp  Major  Marshall 
Henderson.” 

All  mail  intended  for  members  of  the  Brigade  will  be  addressed 
with  the  proper  designation  of  the  Troop  or  Company  and  Regi- 
ment, in  addition  to  “Camp  Major  Marshall  Henderson,”  Mt. 
Gretna,  Pa. 

3.  Camp  will  be  opened  at  6 A.  M.,  July  12,  1919.  Morning 
reports  on  this  and  each  subsequent  morning  will  be  foi-warded 
to  Brigade  Headquarters,  Reservoir  Hill,  before  8 A.  M. , by 
Regimental,  Squadron,  and  Motor  Truck  Company  commanders.

Total  guard  and  provost  detail  from  eaeb  organization  shonld 
not  under  ordinary  circumstances  exceed  one  company. 

5.  No  officer  or  man  will  leave  camp  exceiit  on  duty  without 

jiermission.  In  the  case  of  enlisted  men  a written  pass  must  be 
]>rovided  signed  by  tbe  Regimental,  Squadron,  or  Motor  Truck 
Comi^any  commander.  Enlisted  men  leaving  camp  must  be  in 
complete  uniform,  without  side  arms,  and  neat  and  soldierly 

in  appearance.  The  blouse  must  be  worn  buttoned  up,  or  if  dis- 

pensed with,  tbe  iv'gulation  shirt  must  be  worn,  buttoned  at 
nc'ck  and  sleeves. 

6.  Summary  Courts  will  be  appointed  by  Regimental,  Squa- 
dron and  Motor  Truck  Company  commanders  which  will  be  held 
daily  at  tbe  convenience  of  the  court. 

All  absences  from  any  duty,  or  any  infringement  of  discipline 
will  be  promptly  reported,  charges  preferred  by  an  officer,  and 
the  offender  brought  to  trial. 

7.  Dail.v  sanitary  inspections  will  be  made  by  the  Medical  De- 
lia rtrnent,  and  full  reports  thereof  made  to  these  headquarters. 

Commanding  officers  are  responsible  for  tbe  policing  of  their 
camps.  All  garbage,  both  liquid  and  solid  will  be  disposed  of  as 
provided  for  in  the  kitchen  incinerators. 

Pits  will  bo  dug  in  the  rear  of  each  battalion , 6 feet  square 
and  4 feet  deep,  for  tbe  incineration  and  burial  of  cans,  bottles, 
and  such  refuse  as  cannot  be  taken  care  of  by  the  kitchen  incinera- 
tors. Battalion  commanders  are  especially  charged  to  see  that 
these  pits  are  dug. 

Urinal  cans  will  be  placed  at  desigmated  points  at  dusk  and 
indicated  by  lanters.  They  will  he  burned  out  daily  and  bottoms 
covered  with  lime  and  kept  whitewashed  or  coated  with  slacked 
lime. 

Defilment  of  the  ground  in  or  about  camp  is  strictly  forbidden. 
At  night  each  latrine  will  be  lighted  with  a lantern. 

Cooks  must  be  clean  and  neat.  Scrupulous  cleanliness  of  every- 
thing pertaining  to  mess  must  be  maintained. 

Kitchens  must  be  laid  out  and  stoves  placed  in  accordance  with 
the  blue  print  furnished.  Company  Commanders  will  provide  suf- 
ficient mosquito  netting  to  properly  screen  all  tables,  shelves  or 
benches  where  any  food  or  supplies  may  be  exposed. 
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A box  frame  filled  with  stones  v\i!l  lje  sn;ik  Iieiieaih  each  water 
tap  to  take  up  the  overflow  and  a bench  for  wash  basins  will  be 
placed  near  each  company  water  tap  as  indicted  in  the  blue 
print.  Lumber  will  be  provided  for  this  purpose  and  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  advance  detail  will  take  care  that  the  work  is 
done  before  the  arri\al  of  the  troops. 

No  washing  or  cleaning  will  be  allow'cd  at  tlie  taps ; only  the 
drawing  of  water.  Company  commanders  wdll  require  their  men 
to  wash  their  hands  before  eating.  Manure,  camp  waste  or  sweep- 
ings will  be  promptly  incinerated  or  buried  as  directed. 

The  arrangement  of  the  interior  of  the  tents  wnll  follow  the 
plan  indicated  in  the  blue  print  provided,  daily,  as  well  as  for 
inspection. 

All  blankets,  bedding,  etc.,  without  exception,  must  be  aired 
each  morning,  and  tent  sides  looped  up  should  the  weather  per- 
mit. Once  during  the  week  tents  will  be  rolled. 

8.  Officers  designated  as  Inspectors  and  Observers  will  report 
to  these  headquarters  upon  arrival  in  camp.  Their  assignments 
will  be  made  and  at  the  termination  of  the  encampment  they  will 
furnish  those  headquarters  with  the  result  of  their  observations, 
as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  various  organizations.  Note  will  be 
made  in  their  reports  of  such  officers  and  men  who  by  attention 
to  duty,  or  neglect  of  it,  are  noticeable. 

9.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  observance  of  mili- 
tary courtesy.  Disorders  of  any  kind,  as  firing  of  blank  cart- 
ridges, except  in  field  exercises,  noises,  talking,  singing  after 
taps,  will  be  rigidly  suppressed. 

Care  of  arms  and  equipment  must  be  had  and  to  this  end 
each  unit  will  provide  suflicient  quantity  of  cleaning  materials. 

10.  Companies  will  be  divided  into  squads,  and  a squad  as- 
signed to  a tent.  The  non-commissioned  officers  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  their  squads  and  sections. 

Aside  from  drills  or  the  usual  routine  w'ork,  all  communication 
betwmen  enlisted  men  and  officers  must  be  through  the  first  ser- 
geants. Under  no  circumstances,  except  on  duty,  will  enlisted 
men  be  allowed  in  officer’s  quarters.  This  includes  company 
clerks. 

11.  The  Brigade  quartermaster  will  make  the  necessary  con- 
tracts for  frfi-nishiug  forage,  fuel,  light,  water,  ice,  team  or 
motor  transportation,  and  issue  necessary  quartermaster  stores 
to  the  respective  organizations  in  quantities  in  accordance  with 
the  existing  regulations. 
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Movement  of  troops,  equipment,  company  baggage,  and  horses, 
will  be  arranged  for  by  the  respective  commanding  officers,  or  by 
quartermasters  under  their  direction. 

Arrangements  for  transportation  should  be  taken  up  at  once 
and  report  made  to  these  headquarters. 

Where  freight  cars  arc  diiticult  to  obtain  and  tlie  distance  to 
Mt.  Gretna  is  about  100  miles,  delivery  may  be  made  by  motor 
truck.  Freight  should  arrive  not  later  than  Thursday,  July  10, 
1919,  and  horses  should  be  arranged  for  delivery  on  Friday,  July 
11,  1919. 

12.  Transportation  requests  for  troops,  civilian  cooks,  servants 
and  hostlers,  have  been  issued  to  organization  commanders  by 
The  Adjutant  General.  In  case  there  is  not  a sufficient  supply  on 
hand,  requisition  should  be  made. 

Officers  are  prohibited  from  furnishing  transportation  to  civilians, 
except  civilian  cooks  where  enlisted  cooks  are  not  authorized  or 
required,  and  servants  and  hostlers.  The  number  of  servants  and 
hostlers  will  not  exceed  six  for  Brigade  Headquarters,  eight  for 
Begimental  Headquarters,  and  one  for  each  Company  or  Troop. 
Names  of  civilians  must  be  entered  on  transportation  requests. 

Commissioned  officers  only  are  authorized  to  sign  the  receipts 
on  the  face  and  statements  on  the  back  of  transportation  request. 

Where  enlisted  men  are  furnished  transportation  and  are  to 
travel  unaccompanied  by  a commissioned  officer,  the  officer  issuing 
the  transportation  request  must  fill  out  the  form  entirely,  sign 
the  receipt  and  statement,  and  give  on  back  names  and  commands 
of  men  transported. 

Where  servants  or  hostlers  travel  with  horses  they  must  be 
provided  with  transportation  requests  properly  filled  out,  and 
signed  by  an  officer-.  One  man  is  allowed  to  travel  free  with  each 
car  of  horses.  Accurate  records  will  be  kept  of  all  transportation 
issued  by  filling  out  the  stubs  in  each  case. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  Bills  of  Lading,  which 
must  be  strictly  complied  with. 

When  horses  are  shipped  by  freight  it  must  be  in  carload  lots. 

The  use  of  Palace  Horse  Cars  is  authorized,  and  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Railroad  as  soon  as  possible. 

13.  The  ration  table  as  established  for  the  Pennsylvania  Re- 
serve Militia  will  be  closely  adhered  to. 

Coirtracts  will  be  made  for  subsistence,  including  delivery,  by 
the  Brigade  Commissary. 
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Issues  will  not  include  civilian  servants,  hostlers  or  cooks,  but 
subsistence  can  be  purchased  from  the  Commissary  for  such  per- 
sons. 

Where  notified  in  advance,  subsistence  stores  will  be  sold  to 
I’rigadc  or  Regimental  officers  mess  on  the  basis  of  the  ration. 

A suggested  menu  for  the  entire  w^eck  will  be  furnished  as  an 
aid  to  the  proper  use  and  distribution  of  the  ration. 

A commissioned  officer  of  each  company  or  troop  will  be  desig- 
nated each  day  by  the  company  or  troop  commander  to  supervise 
the  mess  of  such  company  or  troop. 

14.  Headquarters  and  company  baggage  must  be  kept  at  the 
minimum.  The  mess  chest,  tool  box,  and  refrigerator,  should 
be  sufficient  for  each  troop  or  company.  All  extra  clothing  will 
be  carried  in  the  clothing  bag. 

Cots  should  be  crated  or  tied. 

Field  desks  and  typewriters  will  be  shipped,  and  where  neces- 
sary lor  extra  stores  a box  of  the  same  general  design  and 
dimensions  as  the  mess  chest  may  be  taken. 

Chains  will  be  removed  from  the  interior  of  the  ice  box  lid,  and 
the  slot  in  which  the  hasp  is  inserted  should  be  changed  to  an 
opening  to  allow  the  free  movement  of  the  hasp,  due  regard  being 
had  to  retaining  strength  by  the  use  of  screws. 

. Only  such  articles  as  relate  to  field  service  are  required.  Over- 
coats will  not  be  taken. 

Extra  subsistence  will  not  be  carried.  If  taken,  transportation 
will  be  at  the  expense  of  units  or  individuals  using  it. 

15.  No  sutlers  will  be  allov/ed  on  the  reservation.  Two  post  ex- 
changes will  be  established,  and  such  stores  may  be  purchased 
by  officers  and  men  as  are  approved  by  these  headquarters,  at 
moderate  prices,  the  profits,  if  any,  going  to  the  different  Regi- 
mental, Squadron,  Troop  or  Company  funds,  as  may  be  decided. 
A competent  man  will  be  detailed  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  2nd 
Regiment  Infantry,  P.  R.  M. , to  take  charge  of  these  exchanges. 

16.  These  headquarters  will  be  in  camp  Friday,  July  11,  1919. 
at  4 ;00  P.  M.
